Decatur Merchants Confer About 


Freiffbt Bates—Committee 


Appointed. 


An important meeting of Deoatar mer- 


chants and shippers was held lost night 
in tbe reception parlor at tho Decatur 
Club rooms. The firms represented were 
Chambers, Benng & Quinlan, manufac- 
turers of check-rowers; Haworth & Sons, 
manufacturers of check-rowers; H. W. 
Hill & Co., manufacturers of hog rings 
and supplies; Linn & Scruggs, dry goods 
merchants; John Ullrich, wholesale gro- 
cer; L. L. Ferriss & Co., wholesale and 
retail shoe dealers; the Thatcher Lumber 
Company; George Priest & Co., millere; 
Young Bros. & Marie, wholesale grocers; 
Bacon & Saxton, printers, and Morehouse, 
Wells A Co., wholesale and retail hard- 
ware dealers. The object of the meeting 
was to have a conference about freight 
rates, and by united action, if possible, 
secure an equalization of the same in the 
interest of the business prosperity of De- 
catur. 
It was not called to "burst tbe 


Decatur railway pool," but simply to 
secure n rate in some degree as low as the 
rates given the business men of Peoria 
and Bloomington. 
John Ullrich was 


made chairman of the meeting, and H. H. 
Bishop secretary. There was a free inter- 
change of views as to what should be 
done toward lowering the freight rate 
from New Yoik to Decatur, but no or- 
ganization was eilected. The only thing 
done waa to appoint a committee to wait 
upon the Decatnr merchants and shippers 
aud give all an opportunity to join tbe 
organization which is to be known as the 
"Decatur Merchants' Exchange.'' 
An- 


other meeting will be held soon to eil'ect 
the organization by the election of officers.

Our Public Schools. 


The General Superintendent of Public 


Instruction has completed the general 
and financial statistics of the schools of 
the state, for the year ending June 30, 
1883. 
The report shows the whole num- 


ber of persons under 21 years of age in 
the state to be 1,510,918 ns compared with 
1,529,318 'in 18S2 and 1,500,235 in 1880. 
The number between the ages of (i aud 21 
years is 1,010,930 as compared with 1,037,- 
507 in 1882 and 1,010,851 iu 1872. The 
increase under this head is lfiO;22l! in Ibe 
11 years reported since 1872. There is 
still a steady increase iu the number of 
pupils enrolled fn the schools, the present 
report showing 717,385 as compared with 
713,3il a year ago, and 7(1-1,011 in 1380. 
This increase has been 55,0-14 in the last 
11 years. Of tho enrollment last year 
365,812 were males and 351,573 females, 
or a difference of the sexes of 14,239 in 
favor of the males, beicg a smaller excesss 
of moles than for any other year since 
trustworthy school statistics have been 
gathered in the state.

A Universal Language. 


When tho electric telegraph was first 


proposed to the Government it was re- 
jected for the "exhaustive" reason that 
it would not be wanted in time of peace, 
while the semaphore did all that was 
required in time of war. 
Since then, 


however, the electric telegraph has 
itself been found insufficient. In timo 
of war the electric telegraph is supple- 
mented bv lire-signals, lamp-signals, 
and by a very elaborate system of flag- 
signaling; and the want seems to be felt, 
since expression has been given to it in 
many qunrlcrs, of an international or 
interlinguistic code of signs for for- 
eigners unable to communicate with one 
another by word of mouth. In an in- 
teresting contribution to the National 
j!cvic^v on tho wild tribes of the Sierras, 
Miss Gordon Cnmmings tells tis—lirst 
that every tribe br.s a language of its 
own, 
known only to its members; and 


ue\t, that "the curse of Babel would 
weigh heavily on the great Indian na- 
tion were it not for a silent language of 
signs which is used by all alike, it is 
. frequently used even in family parties, 


or while on the march, or on hunting 
expeditions, or nt other times when si- 
lence is deemed desirable." 
It is quite 


as clear as the methods of communica- 
tion used in deaf and dumb asylums, 
and more "rapid, as certain signs are 
used to express whole phrases and 
symbolical ideas.'' 
White men who 


have become intimate with the Indians 
say that if a stranger could steal una- 
wares near an Indian camp he "might 
well marvel at the occasional bursts of 
laughter while not a voice was to be 
heard; yet every individual gathered 
round the camp-lire is all the while 
drinking in some very interesting story 
related oy one of their number in the 
sign language." Kow this is just the 
sort of sign-language that is wanted for 
\mivorsaluse.—St. James' Gazette.
